ness. "Let's face it," Bam Bam says. "You're 
not going to eat 900 pounds of tuna." Life 
couldn't have been more idyllic for the boy 
from Asbury Park. "Fishing occupied my 
time, kept me out of trouble," he recalls. "To- 
day | see kids getting hooked on drugs, 
hooked on alcohol. | tell you I'd rather be 
hooked on fishing. You're out in the sun. 
You're with your buddies. It's just a lot better. 
It doesn't cost much to get a fishing pole, go 
up to your dad and say, ‘Let's fish.' If you 
don't want to eat the fish, throw it back." 

Today Bigelow spends 250 days of the 
ear on the road. The down side is missing 
bis family. The up side is fishing in some of 
the most interesting 
spots on the globe. 
His all-time favorite 
location: "Alaska. 
In New Jersey, the 
biggest flounder you 
catch might be 3 
pounds. In Alaska, 
you'll catch a hal- 
ibut flounder, and 
it'll be 100 pounds. 
There's a thrill about 
catching a fish as 
big as the boat." 

On the day we 
set off for sea, 
Bigelow loads up 
his truck with sup- 
plies, then makes a 
special visit to Attilio's Restaurant in Wana- 
massa, New Jersey, to pick up what he in- 
sists is the best ziti in the Garden State. At 
the dock, he introduces me to the XTC's cap- 
tains, Jody DiStasio and Kevin Gerrity. Both 
men are known along the Eastern Seaboard 
for their competence, attention to safety and 
ability to track down tuna, marlin and shark, 
but | suspect Bigelow has a hidden motive. 
DiStasio owns both Jody's Seafood in Man- 
asquan and Jody's Fishery in Neptune. The 
Beast from the East admits to loading up on 
his friend's squid salad before Japanese 
fours "just to prep for that sushi."

ling a 950-pound tuna. Yet this is also where 
he seeks tranquility. "It puts your mind at 
ease," he tells me. "I sit here, thinking about 
my place in wrestling, thinking about my 
family. | set goals—where | want my career 
to go, how | want my life to turn out." 

Until sundown, the boat trolls, dragging 
artificial lures to attract fish to the craft. Once 
we're anchored, Captain ra casts out 
six lines, baited with squid and other live 
fish. When something big is hooked, the oth- 
er lines are pulled in, and Bam Bam reels in 
his prey. "The good thing about fishing is 
you're always learning, studying the weath- 
er, the habits of the fish," he remarks, "where 
he's going to be, 
what you have to 
do to catch him." 

All night, 
Bigelow immerses 
himself in his pas- 
sion. In the morn- 
ing, a storm takes 
us by surprise. Cap- 
tain DiStasio works 
his way back to the 
shoreline carefully, 
getting on the radio 
to advise outgoing 
boats to turn back. 

It takes us a 
shaky seven hours 
to return. I'm anx- 
ious to get to a 
meeting, but Bigelow tells me to calm down 
and take the whole thing philosophically. 
"You just have to take your time," he says. 
"You can't beat the ocean. Once you try to 
fight the elements, the elements will kill you." 

We survive the excursion and settle at the 
dock. As we start to unload, Bigelow surveys 
his catch and reflects on the last 24 hours. "I 
don't know if there's really anything like fish- 
ing," he says. "It's a 100 percent adrenaline 
rush—the only thing | can compare it to is 
wrestling Lawrence Taylor at WrestleMania 
XI.

fter failing to best Bret 
Hart in their long feud, 
Jerry "The King” Lawler dis- 
patched his sadistic dentist, 
Isaac Yankem, to wage war 
with the Hit Man. Yankem re- 
vealed himself to be as dan- 
gerous in the ring as in the 
drilling room, choking Bret in 
the corner and punishing him 
with fists and kneelifts. When 
Hart flew at Yankem, the den- 
tist caught his foe and 
slammed him. 

Bret was just as tough. He 
moved out of the way of a 
stampeding Yankem, knocked 
him over the top rope and 
dived out of the ring to splash 
the terror on the arena floor.

Still, Yankem appeared to 
be one step ahead. He used 
his incredible power to drop 


Hart, neck-first, over the top 
rope, grip him around the 
neck and shake him over the 
canvas. Then, standing 
back-to-back with the 
Hit Man, Yankem 
reached over his shoul- 
ders, clutched Bret un- 
der the chin and pulled 
him up in a variation of 
a backbreaker. With a 
battered Hart standing 
on the ring apron and 
leaning over the ropes, 
the dentist sailed off 
the top turnbuckle, 
bringing down a knee 
on the back of the Hit 
Man's head. 

Hart decided to 
again take the battle to 
the arena floor, diving 
out of the squared cir- 
cle onto his opponent

and smashing him into the 
ring steps. Returning to the 
ring, Bret delivered a side 
Russian leg sweep, a spine- 
breaker and an elbowdrop. 
When Hit Man locked Yankem 
in his patented finisher, the 
Sharpshooter, Lawler came 
to ringside and placed his al- 
ly's hand on the ropes, forc- 
ing Bret to break the hold. 
Hart would not be 
stopped. From ringside, he 
reached through the ropes, 
tripped Yankem and used a 


television cable 
to tie the den- 
tist's feet to the 
ringpost. Then 
the Hit Man 
took off after 
Lawler, pounding 
him on the are- 
na floor. This 
gave the dentist 
time to untangle 
himself, get to 
the top rope and 
drop an axhan- 
dle on Hart. 
Lawler and 
Yankem_ took 
over now. Ignor- 
ing the referee's 
warnings, they 
tied Bret's head 
in the ropes and 
tugged at his feet from ring- 


side, increasing the strain of 
the cables around the Hit 
Man's neck. The zebra called 
for the bell—awarding the 
contest to Hart via disqualifi- 
cation—but the tandem kept 
up the torture. Only when 
Federation officials poured 
out of the dressing room did 
Lawler and Yankem stop. By 
then, Bret was unconscious. 
When he finally rose, he 
vowed complete and total 
vengeance. 
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ama had done everything 

to provoke the Undertak- 
er's ire. At WrestleMania XI, 
‘the "Supreme Fighting Ma- 
chine" stole the source of his 
rival's power, the urn, and 
- melted it down into jewelry. 
Not long before Summer- 
Slam, Kama destroyed Under- 
taker's funeral wreath, then 
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chokeslammed one of his 
diehard disciples—a "Crea- 
ture of the Night"—in the 
middle of the ring. The only 
way to finish this ongoing feud 
was to have one man leave 
the arena in a casket. 
Undertaker started the ac- 
tion with kicks and thrusts, 
Irish-whipping Kama into the 


corner, chokeslamming him 
and throwing him over the 
top rope onto the coffin situ- 
ated at ringside. Using a 
move that continuously bewil- 
ders matwatchers, Undertak- 
er gripped his opponent's 
arm, walked across the top 
rope and came down on the

limb. Next, he shoved Kama 
into the open coffin. Not 
ready to die, Kama went back 
to the ring and clotheslined 
his enemy from the top rope. 


A fist from Kama sent Un- 
dertaker through the ropes 
and into the casket, but Un- 
dertaker pulled his opponent 
into the box. As Kama's man- 
ager Million Dollar Man Ted 
DiBiase intervened, Kama 
popped out of the casket and 
continued his attack on the 
Man from the Dark Side. 

After Kama tossed the Un- 
dertaker out of the ring, Di- 
Biase stomped on the World 
Wrestling Federation's Grim 
Reaper. As Undertaker's man- 
ager Paul Bearer tried to as- 
sist, Undertaker recovered 
and laced into Kama. The 
Supreme Fighting Machine 
protected his lead, suplexing 
Undertaker onto the closed 
coffin at ringside. Both 
wrestlers battled on top of 
the box, and Kama tried a

Soon the 
war returned to the ring, 
where Kama stunned his op- 
ponent with a neckbreaker 
and Undertaker rebounded 
with a chokeslam. As Kama 
struggled to his feet, Under- 
taker scooped him up, deliv- 
ered the deadly Tombstone, 
rolled him into the coffin and 
shut the lid. This time, Kama 
did not rise, becoming the lat- 
est Undertaker victim to
